ORGANIZING COMMITTEE MEETING 


JULY 11, 1969

Committee members present were Miss Thompson, Chairman; Messrs. 
Howland, Ingholt, Norweb; Buttrey, Secretary. Messrs. Elam, Miles, 
M^rkholm attended by invitation. Messrs. Clain -Stefanelli , Maull, Milbank 
were unable to meet with the group. 

Miss Thompson reported on the April meeting of the Bureau in Paris, at which 
the following decisions were taken: 

(1) The proposed calendar and list of activities for the 
1973 meeting were approved. 

(2) It was felt that subsidies for younger scholars should 
take precedence over the publication of the Survey of 
Numismatic Research, if funds are insufficient for both. 

(3) Local societies abroad will help with the screening of 
applicants for subsidies. 

Miss Thompson announced that the ACLS has allotted $20, 000 for the Congress. 
Up to 20% of this amount can be used for organizing and the remainder for 
travel subsidies. The sum is considered "seed money", to encourage others to 
assist in financing the Congress; the ACLS would be happy to get some back. 

Mr. Howland reported that Evergreen House will contribute $1, 000 to the ex- 
penses of the Congress in addition to providing a luncheon for the delegates. 

The publications of the Congress are to be handled as follows: 

(1) The Survey of Numismatic Research is to be edited and printed 

through the ANS. Divisional editors and authors need soon 

# 

to be selected. 

(2) The exhibition catalogue, e.g. "Coinage of the Americas", 
will be edited and printed through the Smithsonian Institution. 

In each case priorities will be set later depending on the funds available for 
publication. It is anticipated that advertising will be solicited to help bear the 
costs.

The exhibitions upon which the catalogue will be based are to be divided be- 
tween the two sponsoring institutions: Smithsonian, United States coinage; 

ANS, colonial and Latin American coinages. 

Miss Thompson stressed the need for a strenuous fund-raising campaign this 
autumn and winter to see whether or not we can undertake the publication pro- 
gram outlined above. The spring of 1970 is none too early to begin lining up 
editors and contributors for the volumes of numismatic research. Members 
of the committee agreed to solicit as follows: 

Mr. Buttrey will approach the Farfield Fdtn. , the Asia Fdtn. , 
the Watumull Fdtn. and the J. L. Hudson Co. 

Mr. Howland will approach the Old Dominion Fdtn. , the 
Rockefeller Bros. Fdtn., and the J. D. Rockefeller 3rd Fund. 

He will also write to the presidents of several banks in Lima 
in an effort to interest them in subsidizing the exhibit and 
catalogue of Latin American coinages. 

Mr. Ingholt will request a contribution from Yale University, 
a member of the International Numismatic Commission. 

Mr. Norweb will undertake to raise $5, 000 by solicitation of 
individuals. 

Miss Thompson will approach the Littauer Fdtn. , UNESCO 
and the International Association of Professional Numismatists. 

She will confer with Mr. Milbank on the possibility of a general 
appeal for small sums from the membership of the ANS. She 
will also consult with Mr. Newman about help from the ANA 
and the CNA. 

Hope was expressed that other members of Council would agree to solicit fund 
from foundations and business organizations with which they have associations 
since success is so largely dependent on personal contacts. A summary of 
pertinent facts about the Congress and the reasons for supporting it will be 
prepared by Miss Thompson as an aid for solicitors. 

It was decided that preliminary announcements of the Congress should soon be 
given to the numismatic publications, U. S. (and foreign?) 

Mr. Norweb suggested the striking of a medal for the occasion.

Dear Fellow -Member : 

The next International Numismatic Congress, scheduled for September of 1973, will 
be held in New York and Washington under the auspices of the American Numismatic 
Society and the Smithsonian Institution. Since this will be the first such congress to 
meet in the United States, we are anxious that it be an outstanding and memorable 
occasion for all concerned. 


The exact dates will be September 10-17. According to the tentative schedule, re- 
gistrants will convene in New York for two days of papers. They will then go to 
Washington, with a luncheon stop in Baltimore to visit Evergreen House and see 
the Garrett Collection. In Washington the Smithsonian will arrange sessions for 
another three days. Time will be reserved in both cities for museums and other 
places of interest, and there will be an optional excursion at the end of the congress 
to some historic site in the Washington area. 

If we are to have a maximum participation of younger scholars and of numismatists 
from Eastern Europe, we must provide some travel subsidies. The organizing com- 
mittee recommends that $250 in cash to cover living expenses in this country be 
given foreign participants unable to make the trip without financial help. A second 
major item in our budget will be the publication program. Following the practice 
of previous congresses, we plan to put out a survey in three volumes of the numis- 
matic research which has appeared in print since the Copenhagen meeting of 1967. 
We shall also prepare a catalogue illustrating a special exhibit on the theme "The 
Coinage of the Americas, " to be mounted by the Society and the Smithsonian. 

The 1973 Congress will be an expensive one, due to the need for travel subsidies 
in addition to the usual costs of publication and administration. It will be a difficult 
one to finance. Unlike the international congresses of Europe, our meeting can 
count on no aid from government agencies but must rely on foundations, organiza- 
tions and individual donors. It is estimated that at least $50, 000 will be required 
and this sum will not be adequate if prices rise drastically. Thus far we have 
received pledges of support from the American Council of Learned Societies, 
Evergreen House and members of Council, but there is still a substantial deficit. 
Any contributions that ANS members may wish to make to help us reach our goal 
will be tax -deductible and very greatly appreciated.

INTERNATIONAL NUMISMATIC CONGRESS 


Two years ago the International Numismatic Commission accepted the joint invitation 
of the American Numismatic Society and the Smithsonian Institution to hold its next 
international congress in New York and Washington from September 10 to September 
17, 1973. Such congresses are normally scheduled every six years in various European 
cities. This will be the first time that one has been held in the United States. For many 
participants it will be a first trip to our country, a first opportunity to see our cultural 
and historic centers as well as our numismatic collections. We want to do everything 
possible to make the visit a unique and unforgettable experience. 

According to the tentative schedule, registrants will convene in New York for two days 
of papers. They will then go to Washington, With a stop in Baltimore to see the Garrett 
Collection at Evergreen House. In Washington the Smithsonian will arrange sessions 
for another three days. Time will be reserved in both cities for museums and other 
places of interest, and at the conclusion of the congress there will be an optional 
excursion by subscription to some historic site in the Washington area. 

Nearly 200 numismatists attended the Copenhagen Congress in 1967. Among them were 
scholars of international renown: Philip Grierson, Fellow of Gonville and Caius College 
Cambridge, and Professor of Numismatics at the University of Brussels; Georges 
Le Rider, Chief Curator of the Cabinet des M£dailles in Paris; Bucur Mitrea, Director 
of the Numismatic Division of the Institutul de Arheologie in Bucharest; Emanuela 
Nohejlov£-Pr£tov£, former head of the Numismatic Division of the National Museum 
in Prague; C. H. V. Sutherland, Fellow of Christ Church, Oxford, and Keeper of Coins 
at the Ashmolean Museum. In attendance, too, were many younger numismatists, 
giving papers on their work and discussing their theories and problems with the 
mature scholars present. Numismatists from the West and those from Eastern 
Europe and the Middle East met to exchange views and establish personal contacts 
of mutual benefit. 

To insure a maximum participation of younger scholars and of numismatists from 
Eastern Europe and the Levant, we must provide travel subsidies for the 1973 Con- 
gress. The organizing committee feels that this can best be done by a cash grant of 
$250 to cover living expenses and domestic transportation for foreign participants 
unable to make the trip without financial help. Scholars from countries with strict 
currency regulations will find it easier to arrange transatlantic transportation than 
to maintain themselves in the United States. Efforts will be made to arrange a charter 
flight but the fare will be paid by the individual. 

One of the major items in the budget for the 1973 Congress will be its publication 
program. Each European congress has sponsored a survey of the numismatic re- 
search published since the last congress. Separate volumes, prepared by authorities 
in their respective fields, are devoted to ancient, medieval and Islamic, and modern 
coinages. For every numismatist these works are invaluable compilations, useful 
long after the congress has ended. 
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Another publication will be a catalogue illustrating a special exhibit of T ie 
Coinage of the Americas. " The section dealing with coins of the United States will 
be mounted by the Smithsonian Institution and that devoted to issues cf the American 
colonies, Canada and Latin America will be prepared by the American Numismatic 

Society. 

It is estimated that at least $ 50 , 000 will be required to arrange a successful 
congress, comparable with those which have convened since 1950 in Paris, Rome 
and Copenhagen: 

Subsistence for 80 participants at $250 each 
Publication of three volumes of research and a 
catalogue of the special exhibit 
Administrative expenses, mounting of the exhibit, 
a limited amount of entertainment and trans- 
portation within New York and Washington 

The American Council of Learned Societies has allocated up to $ 20 , 000 for the 
expenses of the 1973 Congress. This is "seed money" from a revolving fund and 
partial repayment is expected. The funds, moreover, can be used only for travel 
subsidies and to a limited extent for operating costs. Not one dollar is currently 
available for publication. That is our pressing problem, for if we are to undertake 
the publication of numismatic research, we must start next spring to line up editors 
and contributors. To fail to provide this vital scholarly service, which all European 
congresses have sponsored, would be unthinkable. 

Unlike the international congresses of Europe, which are supported in part at least 
by government agencies, the 1973 Congress in New York and "Washington must 
depend on foundations, business concerns and individual donors. For foundations 
and interested individuals the value of the congress is self-evident; the stake of 
business in such an undertaking is less obvious but nonetheless valid. Our great 
banks, some of which maintain money museums of ancient and modern coins, have 
a natural link with the project; this might be demonstrated by a subsidy for the 
catalogue of an exhibit featuring coinages of the United States. Many publishing 
houses put out books on coins and related studies in archaeology, history and art 
history; these works will be noted in the survey of numismatic research. Every 
business concern is heavily involved with contemporary coinage and some have had 
the vision to invest a small share of their profits in humanistic enterprises. The 
programs of two recent international congresses, those of the Modern Language 
and Oriental Associations, carry lists of donors which include the names of such 
corporations as General Motors, IBM, and Standard Oil of New Jersey. No message 
could convey more clearly to the foreign visitor the true image of America in her 
unparalleled blending of material and cultural strength.
